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October  Trade  Surplus  Up  -The 
agricultural  trade  surplus  gained  $404 
million  in  October  as  exports  climbed 
sharply.  With  exports  19  percent  higher 
than  in  September,  and  imports  up  only 
8  percent,  the  agricultural  trade  surplus 
rose  from  $1.1  billion  to  $1.5  billion. 
However,  on  a  January -October  basis, 
the  cumulative  1 991  surplus  fell  $1 
billion.  Both  exports  and  imports  were 
lower  during  the  first  1 0  months  of  1991. 

Exports  Up  Sharply  -  U.S.  agricultural 
exports  increased  in  October,  recovering 
from  earlier  seasonal  lows.  At  $3.4 
billion,  they  were  $542  million  higher 
than  in  September,  mostly  because  of 
larger  soybean  exports.  Wheat,  corn, 
and  cotton  exports  also  rose.  However, 
on  a  January-October  basis,  exports 
were  $1 .4  billion  lower  than  last  yeaf, 
largely  due  to  reduced  grain  exports. 
January-October  1991  exports  totaled 
$31  billion,  4  percent  less  than  ddrihg 
the  same  months  of  1 990. 

Soybean  exports  rose  sharply  in 
October  as  the  1 991/92  harvest  began 
moving  into  export  channels.  Exports 
more  than  doubled  to  1 .4  million  tons, 
the  most  since  March  1991.  Larger 
exports  to  the  European  Community 
(EC)  accounted  for  most  of  the  increase 
as  importers  there  responded  to 
shrinking  supplies  from  South  America 
and  a  smaller  EC  crop.  Exports  were 
also  high  to  Japan  and  Korea.  Sharply 
higher  volume  resulted  in  a  $145  million 
gain  in  export  value. 

A  $90  million  increase  in  wheat  exports 
was  the  second  largest  increase  for  any 
commodity  in  October.  Export  volume 
rose  about  845,000  tons  to  3.3  million 
tons  as  shipments  grew  to  the  USSR, 
Bangladesh,  and  Egypt.  However,  on  a 
cumulative  basis,  export  value  fell  $877 
million  during  the  first  1 0  months  of 
1991.  Meanwhile,  January-October 
export  volume  was  up  slightly,  to  24 
million  tons.  Sharply  lower  average 
export  prices  drove  export  value  26 
percent  lower.  Improved  U.S.  and  world 
production  of  the  1990/91  crop  resulted 
in  lower  world  prices  during  1 991 . 

Corn  exports  rose  in  October  to  $390 
million.  Export  value  was  $1 0  million 


(about  2  percent)  higher  than  in 
September.  Japan  and  the  USSR,  the 
two  largest  customers  in  October, 
accounted  for  most  of  the  increase. 
However,  corn  exports  fell  nearly  7 
million  tons  on  a  cumulative,  January- 
October  basis.  This  16  percent  decline 
is  largely  attributable  to  smaller  ship¬ 
ments  to  South  Korea,  Mexico,  and 
Eastern  Europe.  Feed  grain  consump¬ 
tion  fell  in  Korea  and  Eastern  Europe  in 
1991,  and  Mexico’s  need  for  imports 
shrank  following  an  improved  domestic 
crop. 

Increased  use  of  wheat  for  feeding  ac¬ 
counted  for  much  of  Korea’s  decline 
in  corn  consumption,  while  reduced 
grain  consumption  associated  with  a 
severe  economic  slowdown  accounted 
for  much  of  the  change  in  exports  to 
Eastern  Europe.  Corn  exports  to  the 
USSR  were  little  changed  in  1991  on  a 
January-October  basis  as  the  avail¬ 
ability  of  U.S.  credit  guarantees  sus¬ 
tained  sales.  Japan  remained  the 
largest  single  market  for  U.S.  corn 
during  the  first  1 0  months  of  1 991 , 
taking  1 1  million  tons. 

Imports  Up  Slightly  -  Imports  rose  8 
percent  in  October  to  $1.9  billion. 
Increases  in  fruits  and  vegetables, 
cocoa,  live  animals,  vegetable  oils,  and 
tobacco  were  largely  responsible. 
Sugar  fell  substantially.  Other 
commodities  that  declined  included 
coffee  and  meat  products.  (Stephen

More  Exports,  Less  Imports  for 
Fiscal  1992  --  U.S.  agricultural 
exports  are  forecast  to  rise  $1 .5 
billion  in  fiscal  1992  (October  1991- 
September  1992),  reaching  $39  billion 
and  130  million  tons.  Increased 
exports  of  wheat,  soybeans,  and 
high-value  products  such  as  fruits  and 
vegetables  account  for  most  of  the 
expected  increase  (table  4).  Imports 
are  projected  at  $22  billion,  $600 
million  lower  than  last  year.  (Stephen
